cabinet meetings during his illness, Secretary Lansing has resigned. 


The president has accepted the resignation "with appreciation' 


and Mr. Lansing becomes the second secretary of state to leave tfc* 
administration Over a disagreement with his chief.

dent makes the calling of the cabinet meetings the incident whiefe 
leads directly to the sesretary's resignation, persons "OB the inside" 
of the administration who know what has been going on, say that WMI 
only an incident and that the real reasons for the break go back oret 
a period of many months and come from fundamental differences «*jf 
opinion in policy.

When President Wilson went back to 
Paris last March and found that during 
his brief absence In the United States' 
Mr. Lansing and the others of the 
American mission had agreed, tenta-, 
tlvely at least, to have the peace terms 
and the League of Nations covenant 
separated, the situation come virtually 
near a breaking point and was prob- 
ably averted only because the presi- 
dent thought it more Important not to 
let European statesmen see a split In 
the American peace delegation. While 
Mr. Lansing probably saw and con- 
ferred with the president in Paris as 
much as any other members of the 
American mission, it was a matter of 
remark that he saw him very little. 
However, the incident which came 


nearer causing a break than any other 
was the sensational testimony of Wil- 
liam C. Bullltt. one of the experts at- 
tached to the American peace mission, 
before the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee. Bullltt as will be recalled. read- 
Ing from a diary, quoted Secretary 
Lansing as having told him he was out 
of sympathy with the League of Na- 
tions covenant and as predicting that 
the treaty would fall If .the American 
people ever learned of its full Import.

Mr. Lansing, however, never saw the 
president again, and did all his busi- 
ness with the chief executive in writ 
ing.The relations between the men re- 
mained very much strained and then 
Mr. Lansing's action in calling the 
cabinet together brought them to the 
breaking point. 


Those who were present at the first 
cabinet meeting describe a rather tense 
and dramatic 
scene. Congress 
-was 
full of rumors that the president was 
so disabled as to be constitutionally un 
able to discharge the functions of his 
office. There was talk of what might 
be done to place Vice President Mar 
shall at the head of the government 
and how congress might go about do 
ing it. 


Nobody knew the full extent of the 
president's illness. 
It had not then 
become known that he had partially 
iost the use of his left arm and leg 
through an accumulation of blood in 
one of the arteries in his brain. 
There were even ugly rumors that 
the president might not be in posses- 
sion of his faculties. 
Some senators 
were even contemplating some action 
to "find out whether we have a presi- 
dent or not," as one of their number 
put it. The ugly stories were of course 
all disposed of and shown to be pure 
and unfoundly gossip by the latter de- 
velopments, but they were being cir- 
culated and widely credited last No- 
vember when the cabinet assembled for 
its first conference at the call of Sec- 
retary Lansing. 


The secretary of state, it should be 
said, believed he was supported by 
precedent in calling the cabinet to- 
gether. Looking up the historical rec- 
ord h° found.it had been done when 
President Garfield lay ill for weeks 
after having been shot by an assassin 
and that it had been done before that 
when President Taylor had a long ill- 
ness and ultimately \vas succeeded by 
Vice President Fillmore. 


The Wilson cabinet assembled the 


first day with a feeling of apprehen- 
sion, for non*> *of the members knew 
the extent of the president's illness, but 
expected to be informed of it. Secre- 
tary Tumultv had informed the presi- 
dent that Mr. Lansing had called the 
cabinet together and the president, 
somewhat disturbed, gave his personal 
physician a message to deliver to the 
secretaries. 


The secretaries assembled at their 
usual places that day and Mr. Lansing 
sent for Dr. Grayson. The president's 
chair at the head of the table was left 
vacant until the physician arrived and 
he was asked to occupv it. 
"Dr. Grayson." Secretary Lansing is 
reported to have said by those who 
were present, "we wish to know the 
nature and extent of the president's ill- 
ness, and whether he is able to per- 
form the duties of his office, so that 
we may 'letermine what shall be done 
to carry on she business of the govern 
ment."

Eyebrow Treatment. 


It is very important to keep the eye- 
brows free from dandruff. 
Tou can- 


not make any improvement in your 
eyebrows until they are rid of this af- 
fliction. 
We are apt to think that 
when we have washed our faced we 
have attended to our face all that is 
necessary, but this is not so as is 
shown by the many who have dandruff 
in their brows. Dandruff in the eye- 
brows is, after all, but a result of un- 
cleanliness. 
I have used for years the following 
tonic for my eyebrows and can vouch 
for its efficiency. One ounce of yellow 
vaseline and eight drops each of rose- 
mary and lavender. After washing the 
face the eyebrows should be brushed 
carefully with an eyebrow brush upon 
which a drop of the tonic has been 
placed. For scanty, thin and uneven 
eyebrows the above tonic is recom- 
mended for use in a massage treat- 
ment. Apply a little to the finger tips 
and rub along the line of the brows. 
Be careful to keep directly on the line 
as the vaseline will grow hairs and of 
course, you want only a fine, thin line. 


If your eyebrows are so blonde and 
so invisabte tttat the face is given an. 
expressionless appearance, so that you 
are made conspicuous. I see no harm 
In resorting to the me of an eyebrow 
pencil for temporary purposes. 
But. 
remember it you are a light blonde to 
tint your brows with a light brown, not 
a Mack pencil. 
The black must be 
used only when the brows are a black 
or a very dark brown. 
The eyebrows are in too close prox- 
tmlnlty to the eyes to use dyes and 
stains without risk. A burned clove is 
a substitute that may be used in place 
o fan eyebrow pencil.

Country, falling this year on Sunday, 
will be observed in thousands of 
American churches as a day of con- 
secration to the cause of religion and 
philanthropy. 


The day will mark the culmination 


of the Intercnurch World Movement's 
four-week educational campaign in 
"stewardship"—the doctrine that God 
is the owner of all things and that the 
man to whom any possession is en- 
trusted is hut a steward accountable 
to God for the proper administration 
of his trust. 


The campaign to establish this prin- 


ciple 
of stewardship 
more firmly 


among the public has the support of 
the score of Protestant denominations 
which are co-operating In the Inter- 
church Movement 
These denomina- 


tion^ h«Te more than 3,000 local abl« for «" 
churches in Ohio. Sermons preached 
from the pulpits of these churches 
daring February will emphasize stew- 
ardship. 


Representatives of the participating 


denominations, at a meeting m New 
York, designated February 22 as "Na- 
tion-wide Stewardship Acknowledg- 
ment Day." On the birthday of the 
man who placed his life and his per 
sonal fortunes at the disposal of his 
country, many pastors in Ohio and 
other states will lay before their con- 
gregations the obligation to render to 
God an accounting of their posses- 
sions—to help forward by financial 
contribution* tbe great evangelistic, 
educational, hospital and social serv- 
ice program formulated by the denom- 
inations which are to-operating in the 
Interchurch Movement 
More than 


f1.000.AOO.000 will be needed to carry 
out this great Joint program. 


The compaign culminating on Wash- 


ington's birthday began Feb. 1. The 


first Sunday of the month was desig- 
nated "Young People's Day," the sec- 
ond "Intercession Day," the third "Lay- 
men's Day," with "Stewardship Ac- 
knowledgment 
Day" 
closing 
the 


series. Enrollment by card of stew- 
ards has been suggested to follow the 
educational campaign. 


The Interchurch Movement directs 


attention to the fact that the federal 
government exempts receipts from in- 
come taxation up to 15 per cent of in- 
come 
contributed to religious and 


philanthropic causes. 
It is believed 


that many persons, not content with 
contributing merely a tithe of their 
possessions, will equal or exceed the 
15 per cent entitled to income tax ex- 
emption. 


The principle of stewardship to be 


urged from hundreds of Ohio pulpits 
has been stated In these words: 


"God 
is toe owner of all things. 


Every man is God's steward, account- 


that is entrusted to him. 


God's ownership and man's steward 
ship ought to he acknowledged -by the 
setting aside of a Just share of the 
individual's income to be adminis- 
tered for the benefit of God's king1* 
dom." 


Federation Backs Movement. 


The Interchurch World Movement

With Pleasant Results.

Succew or Failure of Painting Auto- 


mobile Dependa Largely en Kind 


of Varnish Uaed—Coat the 


Chassis With Enamel. 


There Is no reason why the owner 


of an automobile who has driven his 
cur for one or two seasons, until tbi 
body finish has become dull, shouk 
envy his neighbors who spin about In 
newer cars, for almost any man can 
keep his car looking very nearly as 
good as new If he cares to take the 
trouble. Indeed, It "is not an unpleas- 
ant undertaking to refinish your car 
every year, and If this precaution la 
taken In time It costs very little. 


A suburbanite who had grown to be 


somewhat ashamed of the appearance 
of his car. after using it for two years, 
tells how he was induced to renew the 
body finish, and the means he used 
ma.v suggest to other motorists how 
they can preserve the new appearance 
of their automobiles. 


"A neighbor across the street," he 


said, "had a big; eight-cylinder car. 
which I noticed was always left stand- 
Ing in front of his house in all kinds 
of weather. I often wondered why he 
was so Indifferent to the possible con- 
sequeaces on its body finish, and after 
two years the machine looked as If It 
were ready for the Junk pile. 


Decided to Repaint. 


"Last summer the appearance of 


his car began to get on the owner's 
nerves, and he decided to have It re- 
painted. 
He took it to a local auto- 


mobile paint shop, where it was found 
that the original finish was so badly 
cracked that the surface had to be 
removed. Then eight coats of paint, 
with a final coat of varnish, were pnt 
on. The cost was something like $85, 
and prices have gone up appreciably 
since then. 
However, the job was 


well done, and when my neighbor ap- 
peared In his repainted car I began 
to feel how badly my car suffered by 
comparison. 
"I had always made It a custom to 


put my car In the garage when It was 
standing idle for any length of time, 
and not leave it In front of my house. 
Notwithstanding this care, the luster 
of the body gradually began-to disap- 
pear as the first season went by and 
at the end of the second year it had 
almost a slate color. 


'Several garage owners told me that 


the finish could be renewed by the ap- 
plication of a little varnish, and I 
found upon inquiry that the automo- 
bile painters were asking $25 for the" 
job. 
The work of varnishing a car 


did not seem to be particularly diffi- 
cult, so I invested $1.50 In a brush and 
65 cents in a can of varnish and made 
preparations to give my car a new 
dressing. 
I first washed both body 


and chassis with lukewarm water, and 
then I drove it under a tree at the side, 
of the house. 


"I took pains, of course, to pick « 


clear, dry day, and the Tarnish was 
applied without any trouble. A slight 
breeze accelerated the drying process, 
and the following day I put on a sec- 
ond coat, each time putting a coat of 
jlack enamel on the chassis. 


"One' of the" amusing Incidents'In 


connection with my first undertaking 
as an automobile painter occurred 
when my neighbor, who was working 
in his garden, stopped now and then 
to watch my progress. 
It took a 


couple of hours to put on each coat 
of varnish, and friend neighbor bad 
the opportunity of seeing the job com- 
pleted while be was hoeing his pota- 
toes. Finally he dropped his hoe and 
came over under the tree. He took 
one good look at the car and mut- 
tered: 'Just to think what n foo! I 
was to drop that $85. 
Why. you've 


done a better Job than they did on 
my car.' 


Succew or Failure. 


"The success or failure of painting 


one's automobile will depend largely 
on the kind of varnish used, but any 
one contemplating this will probably 
have recommended to him the same 
varnish that I found. If be will In- 
quire of several paint stores and auto- 
mobile finishing shops. Before trying 
to paint the whole body and chassis It 
is wise to take off a door and try 
your hand on that before going any 
further. 
It may be that the Tarnish 


does not dry quickly enough. In which 
event it Is advisable to add a little tur- 
pentine, as I did. 
For when a ear la 


painted out in the open It Is likely to 
collect dust stirred up by passing ve- 
hicles, to say nothing of the swarm of 
insects butzlng through the air in the 
summertime.

Not as Difficult a Task as Many 


People Think.

Everybody knows that If the two 


front wheels of the automobile are not 
parallel, or nearly so, the side-slip of 
one of them, usually the right wheel, 
results in ruining the tires in a few 
hundred miles. 


Few people, however, know how easy 


it is to measure the wheels and keep 
them parallel. The sketch given here- 
with makes it clear. Take a piece of 
two by three inch scantling, or any 
stiff bocrd which will lie flat under the 
car. 
Mnke two triangles, somewhat 


like carpenter's squares, out of three 
pieces of wood, as ^hown. One of these

marking on the scantling as before. 
The diffeience between the two marks 
on the scantling will show bow much 
the wheels are out of true, and this 
can be corrected by changing the ad- 
justment on the cross connection be- 
tween the steering arms. 


To make the car steer easily and 


bold the road clo«ely, the front wheels 
should not be exactly parallel, hat 
should "toe in" slightly—that is, the 
distance tetween the rims at the height 
of the hub should be about one-quarter 
inch less at the front of the wheela 
than at the back.

To Clean Spark Plugs. 


An excellent method of cleaning 


spark plug*, or in fact any mica sur- 
face, is to wash them first in a 10 per 
cent solution of acetic acid, which is 
an infallible solvent of grease and 
carbon deposits. 
The plugs should 


then be washed off with gasoline and 
finally dried by rubbing them with a 
cloth. 


Bluing Metal. 


The cnr owner who does his own 


repair work sometimes finds it's neces- 
sary to "blue" small bright objects, 
such as screws. This may be done by 
placing them on a piece of sheet iron 
and holding them over a fire until they 
assume the desired color. 


Cleaning Contact Points. 


It is sometimes difficult to find a 


really satisfactory agent for cleaning 
the contact points of ignition ap- 
paratus or the surface of a com- 
mutator on a starting motor or a 
lighting dynamo. There is something 
known as "cuttlefish paper," which is 
finer than the finest quality of sand- 
paper and .which is very well adapted 
to this operation. Cuttlefish paper is 
not regularly carried by hardware 
stores, but it may be obtained from 
tlental supply houses. 


interior Wire Break. 


On rare occasions it happens that a 


wire breaks inside its insulation, giv- 
ing no exterior sign of the trouble. 
The car owner thinks the ignition sys- 
tem ha^ gone bad. changes spark plugs; 
sends the magneto to the service sta- 
tion, etc.. when all the time this in- 
terior wire break is the cmise. In the 
event of an obscure ignition trouble 
remember this. 


Leaking Tube. 


Sometimes an inner tube receives 


a puncture big enough to allow the 
tire to become deflated after a brief 
interval, but not vMbie to the naked 
eye. When this happens in the garage 
the bucket of water tells the tale at 
once, but on the road about the only 
way of locating the leak is to inflate 
the tube and hold successive portions 
of it close down to the dust along 
the surface of the road. When the 
puncture is brought into this position 
the outpuff of air will ruffle the dust 
and Indicate the position of the leak.

Many good and efficient automobile 


lacks have been called into existence 
hy the epideaiJc of automobile thefts, 
and tl.ere is now 110 excuse for leav- 
ing a car unprotected. The locks in 
general use nre of several classes, 
each presenting its own advantages 
ami open to Its own objections.

trical locks for merely breaking the 
ignition circuit were the first on the 
scene, and nre still uset! to some ex- 
tent, although no expert automobile 
thief would be delnyod by them for

tery to the igniter. 


Complicated Locks. 


Gasoline-line locks are useful, but 


somewhat complicated in their in- 
stallation, and introduce the question- 
able element of additional opportun- 
ty for gasoline leakage.

-he favorite method is a purely me- 
chanical lock, on the steering gear, the 
starting crank, or some other essen-

While the automobile, with its many units, seems quite a complicated ma- 


chine. If we knew the action and purpose of each unit it would not prove nearly 
HO much MO. We will therefore study each unit separately, and then ensemble 
them into a whole. 


LKC1TKE No. 1 


The Engine and Its Parts. 


As the engine is by far the most important unit, we will study it first. In 


this lecture 1 will show you what the relation of the parts to one. another is, 
and how we use the fuel to give the power. The gas ermine is a combination ot 
two mechanisms; one. the piston, connecting rod and crank mechanism, by 
which the power from the fuel is used: and the valve mechanism, by which the 
fuel is let in arid out. We will first take up the study of the former.

By referring to the drawing you will note that the Piston, lettered "C." 


uliich is a cast-iron cylinder, fits into the Cylinder lettered "A," in such a wa\ 
that it can move up and down, or reciprocate therein. This cylinder "A." is 
also of cast-iron, and like the piston, is open at the bottom and closed at the 
top, 
with the exception of the two ports, or openings. "BS" and "BX," which 


let the gases in and out. You will also note that the Connecting Rod "E." which 
is a steel arm, is connected to the piston by means of the Wrist Pin, "D," which 
passes through two holes opposite each other in the piston and a hole in the top 
of the connecting rod, in such a way that it can swing back and forth. The 
other end of the connecting rod is fastened to the Crank Pin, "G," in such a 
way that this crank pin can revolve in it. 


This Crank Pin, "G," is a part of the Crank Shaft, "I." 
The crank shaft of 


an engine is a shaft having a number of arms and handles, or as we will call 
them, crank pins 
In the drawing, "G" shofws one of these crank pins "H," a 


crank arm, and "I," the shaft. 


Let us now see what the action of the cylinder, piston, connecting rod and 


crank shaft is, as this makes up one section of the engine mechanism. You will 
note that if we were to press down on the top of the piston it would slide down- 
ward in the cylinder and at the same time push down on the connecting rod. 
The connecting rod in turn would press down on the crank pin. "G," thus mak- 
ing- this crank pin, with its arm, turn about "I," as a center. In this way the 
crank shaft is made to revolve. 


Later you will see that the action of the gases makes the piston work up 


and down, or reciprocate as above, while we want the wheels to revolve. From 
this, you will see that the nurpose of the above parts is to convert the recipro- 
cating- motion of the piston to the rotary motion of the crank shaft, which 
rotary motion can vbe transmitted to the wheels. 


The Cycle. 


Let us now see how the gasoline is used to make the piston reciprocate and 
thus turn the crank shaft, and so the wheels. 


It is well known that if a gasoline vapor be mixed with air, and a flame or 


spark- put into the mixture, it will explode, and exert such a force as to burst 
the vessel containing them, unless it be strong enough. 
It is this explosive 


force which is used to make the piston reciprocate. Let us see- how. 


When I refer to "he drawing in the following, please for the time being, try 


to imagine that there are means for closing the ports, "BS" and "BX" as well. 


If we had a mixture of gas and air in the cylinder, and over the top of the 


piston, while the ports,, "BS" and "BX," were closed, and were' the gas (by 
means of an electrical spark at a spark plug screwed somewhere through the 
head of the cylinder) to ignite this mixture, an explosion would result, the force 
of which would press out in all directions. The cylinder is strong enough to 
resist this force, but the piston can travel downward. This is exactly what 
would happen. 


We have now seen how the mixture is gotten into the cylinder. Let us, by 


revolving the crank shaft, draw the piston downward. You will note that this 
will make a vacuum in the cylinder. If the port, "BS," were opened to the gas 
and air. this mixture would then rush in to destroy the vacuum, or in other 
words, this mixture will be sucked in. As the piston is now down, it will do us 
no good to explode the mixture here, so let us close both ports, "BX" and "BS," 
and push the piston up. We would then squeeze or compress the gases into 
the space between the top of the piston and cylinder. The piston, now being 
up, if we ignite the gases, they will explode and drive the piston downward. 
At the completion of this stroke, the piston will be down and the cylinder will 
be filled with burned-up and useless gases, which we must get rid of. Let us, 
therefore, now open the port "BX," push the piston up and thus push these 
"exhausted" gases out through this port. We are now ready to draw in a new 
supply of gases, compress them, explode them, and again exhaust them. 


You will note that there are four strokes, and that these four strokes, which 


are suction, compression, explosion or power, and exhaust, take place during 
two complete revolutions of the crank shaft. As these four strokes, or events, 
are constantly repeating, we can say that the engine is going through a cycle 
of four events. For this reason it is called a Four Cycle Engine. 


.Please note that the cycle has nothing to do with the number of cylinders, 


as a single cylinder, a four-cylinder or a twelve-cylinder or even twenty-four- 
cylimter engine can be, and ususally is, a four-cycle? engine. As a matter of fact, 
a.s you will see later, when we say a four-cylinder engine, wo really say a four 
engine engine. 


Of the four strokes mentioned, only one is a power stroke, and as we cannot 


oursclties, constantly move the piston up and down during the suction, compres- 
sion, and exhaust stroke, we must have some way to do this automatically. 


For this purpose we have the flywheel, which is a heavy wheel fastened to 


the crank shaft. You know that when a heavy wheel-is set spinning it takes a 
lot of iwwer to stop it, thus it really is a device in which we can store up a lot 
of iwwer energy. Now let us suppose we require a pressure of 1,000 pounds to 
revolve the rear wheel,". Let us then design the engine u> give us over 4.000 
pounds on the explosion stroke. We can then give 1.000 pounds to the rear 
wheels, and by making the flywheel spin, store up in it the other 3,000 and 
over pound.*, and then when we come to the exhaust stroke, the fly-wheel can 
give 1.000 of these iwunds to the rear wheels, and some for pushing up the 
piston, the same happening on the suction and compression stroke, when we will 
agnin get our power stroke. Thus you will note that we must first crank the 
engine or pull it through the suction and compression stroke by hand or by 
electric starting motors, but after the first power stroke, the fly-wheel does this 
for us.

Streets and Go Slow. 


"Most automobile accidents are due 


to lack pf a little common sense and 
carelessness In complying with a few 
simple driving rules. It Isn't always 
the first-time owner who gets his 
name in the accident columns," says 
George Stowe. president of a motor- 
car company. 


First assume that you must look 


out for yourself and the other fellow, 
too. Don't rely wholly on the other 
fellow doing the right tiling and you'll 
be on your guard if be does the wrong 
thing. 


Never back or swing from the curb 


Into tbe street without looking back to 
we if the way Is clear. 


Glance both ways on each cross 


street, and if you're not on the main 
thoroughfare slow down before you 
cross. It's safest to drive slowly 
enough to have the car well under 
control where buildings hide intersect- 
in; streets. 


Do not cut corners In turning, but 


keep to your side of the street and 
look both ways before you make a 
turn. 


Put out a hand as a guide to the 


car following or approaching. 


If passing a slower vehicle pn<;s on 


your left, but in passing a street car 
always keep to the right. 


Do not follow another vehicle too 


closely. It might stop suddenly. 


Stop when the street car ahead of 


yon stops and stand still till a'l pas- 
fcengers getting off are out of the 
street 


Do not let engine run when ear is 


standing.

Carbon Filament Lamp Is

One of the simplest ways to start an 


automobile during cold weather is 
through application of heat to the car- 
buretor. Most appliances to perform 
this particular duty are complicated 
and costly. The following device, which 
can be made by the amateur workman, 
will be found easy to construct ami 
wonderfully efficient. 


Use Metal Shield. 


Cut out a metal shield, somewhat 


after the pattern $|iown in the sketch. 
The shape and size depend upon your 
particular make of carburetor, but the 
drawing gives a general idea of what 
is wanted. Bend the two short iugs in 
to form shoulders and then fit the long- 
er lugs around the body of the carbu- 


HINTS TO MOTORISTS 


Many springs are broken because the 
spring clips are not kept tight. One 
should apply the wrench to these parts 
occasionally. 
Spring leaves usually 
break at the center, where the king 
bolt is fastened, hence the necessity for 
tight clips. 


It is far better to use metal terminals 
on battery wires than to merely wind 
the bared wire ends around the bind- 
ing posts; the special terminals hold 
better, look better and give better con- 


tact. 
If no terminals are used, how- 
ever, the wire should be passed around 
the post so that the tightening of the 
binding nut will tend to wrap it more 
elosel> rather than unwind it. 


If you find one of the spring leaves 
broken, but still in place, do not delay 
to ha\e the spring repaired. If it is 
neglected the other leaves will soon 
break and then a whole new spring will 
be neecle<1. 


Whfle it is, of course, most advan- 
tageous to heat the garage by some 
weans .or other during the cold months, 
tneie is another extreme that should 


be avoided. 
We refer to keeping: the 


car's home too warm. If the heat is 
too intense, lite sudden change of tem- 
perature when the vehicle is taken out 
into the cold air. or when it enters the 
overheated garage after being in the 
cold, is apt to cause the varnish to 
check and fine cracks to appear in the 
finely finished varnish coating of the 
body.

?ravitj feed tank you will usually find 
a small hole. This is to allow air to 
enter at the top so that the gasoline 
»-nn flow into the carburetor from the 
bottom. If gasoline fails to reach the 
«irl>iiretor. though there is plenty in 
tli" tank, make sure that this air vent 
i* op»n. before trying to locate a stop- 
page in ihc line.

Then bind 
it on with fine wire.
